The Canadian Government has 
doubtless taken steps to protect the 
Canadian consumer against the unjusti- 
fied rise in the price of substitute silk 
stockings that is said to be taking place 
in the United States.

An extraordinary situation in the 
United States is revealed in the current 
issue of a certain popular magazine in

From Their Failure 
in Russia

If Winston Churchill is in the United 
States conferring with Franklin Roosevelt, 
| as has been rumored, the two of them 
must be discussing matters of gravest 
moment. 

Among those matters of high concern, 
| few could be more important than the 
| direction in which Adolf Hitler plans to 
jump next, 

There seems to be no 
doubt, now, that we can 
shortly look for a second 
Hitlerian blow some- 
where that will be caleu- 
lated to, divert the world’s 
attention from the hum- 
iliating setbacks the 
Nazis have suffered in 
Russia—setbacks that 
are not only exhausting 
ee ir ig energy 
and supplies, but which 
Harold L.,Welr jaye caused a lowering 
of German prestige throughout the world 
and particularly in occupied countries 
which have grown restless as a result of it. 

There is reason to believe that Hitler 
is acutely conscious of the handicap im- 
posed by the failure of his Russian cam- 
paign, It is nd secret that he is consider- 
ing some spectacular move that will not 
only restore his prestige but will save him, 
he hopes, from the morass of defeat to- 
wards which concentration on the Russian 
invasion will inevitably lead him. 


Where Next? 


The Nazis, it is believed, had hoped to 
shorten the Russian businéss by persuad- 
ing the Japanese to attack Siberia and 
thus give Stalin two fronts to defend. 

The Japanese have not responded too 
cordially. 

They have caused a bit of a diversion 
in the Pacific that has worried the British 
and the Americans and the Dutch. But 
they have not gone far enough to cause 
diversion of American naval power from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

And now it is hoped that the British 
and Americans can bring enough economic 
 eheroey to bear on Japan to prevent any 
urther serious Pacific grabs without em- 
ploying force and thus weakening the 
Atlantic defence line.

Invasion Unlikely 


Thanks to the stubborn Russian armies 
and the courage of the British people 
themselves, Hitler has lost any favorable 
opportunity he might have had of launch- 
ing an attack against Great Britain before 
the fogs again lie heavy over the North 

a. 
It is not certain that Hitler intended to 
attack Britain this year. It is even possible 
that he renounced the Battle of the Atlan- 
tic when he attacked Russia, 

But if he counted on a quick victory 
over Stalin in order then to turn and 
launch the big offensive against the Brit- 
ish Isles, he has almost certainly miscal- 
culated. For by September 1, the earliest 
date when he could now hope to be clear 
of Russia, he will have lost such a great 
proportion of his air force and so thor- 
oughly disorganized his army that an im- 
mediate assault on Britain is practically 
excluded, 

This conclusion, of course, is based on 
logic. 

It must be remembered that Hitler in- 
vaded Russia against the dictates of logic. 
He may do the same in respect to Great 
Britain. 

If an attack on Britain is rated almost 
impossible, 
against the Suez Canal both from the 
north by way of Iraq and Syria and from 
the west by way of Libya, may be post- 
poned for some months, 

Apparently it takes the Germans a 
long time to readjust both their armies 
and their minds to each new campaign. 
| After each successive effort they have 

reorganized slowly and methodically. 

The campaign for the Suez Canal could 
normally open around the middle of Sep- 
| tember when the heat diminishes. 

But it is unlikely that Hitler will be 
able to dispose of the necessary 300,000 
properly equipped and prepared men until 
some time later—even supposing he gets 
the Russians off his neck in the near 


future. . 
Baku Out, Too 


An assault upon the Baku oil fiefds 

this autumn is also believed to be virtually 
out of the question. 
. The way to Baku lies along the inhos- 
| pitable Black Sea coast, then through 
the towering Caucasus peaks along a 
single road, the Georgian military high- 
way. 

To cover this distance and force these 
passes, even against guerillas, would cer- 
| tainly take time and could hardly be 
| accomplished before winter. 

Much the same applies to any under- 
| takings further east, either through. Iran 
| and down to the Persian Gulf or across 
the Urals. 

One thing Hitler might do is to march 
through Spain and besiege Gibraltar, with 
conceivable capitulation to the Nazis by 
Vichy's North African commander Gen-

The Beavers Won 


At about the same time that Hitler's 
armies entered and ravaged Poland, an- 
other war was declared™on this continent.

Determined to break the spirit of the 
beavers, the highway superintendent had 
men stationed to tear out the dam as fast 
as it was built. For five months they kept 
up the struggle, but the men grew dis- 
couraged first, so the official applied for 
and received permission to trap the 


| beavers.

smart. They covered the traps with mud 
and built the dam over them, Their in- 
dustry and pluck aroused the admiration 
of townsfolk and visitors. It ended with 
a public petition to let the beavers alone, 
and’ a resolution of the highway authority 
closing the little-used road.

In this phase of the war 
Britain no longer stands alone in a world 
where all the other nations are either 
her enemies or mere spectators of her 
resistance. In this new phase of the war 
Germany and Italy are isolated and en- 
circled upon the territories they hold by 
force, and are separated by the whole 
mass of Russia from their only ally, Japan. 

Today the greater part of the world— 
in population, in area, in the potentalities 
of power—is aligned against the Axis. 
There is no new order in Europe to which 
any of the peoples of Europe consent, 
against which they will not rebel at the 
very first opportunity. There are no neu- 
trals. Hitler, who started to conquer the 
world, has raised the world against him. 
He has brought into being the force which 
alone can, in the end, defeat a conquerer 
—the great coalition of all his intended 
victims. In the darkest days of the war 
those who had faith and courage pro- 
phesied that this would happen, and that 
prophecy is now being fulfilled. 


Instruments of Peace 


For that reason, because this great 
coalition has to be mobilized and organ- 
ized for effective action, not only the 
beginnings of a plan of peace and recon- 
struction but the instruments of such a 
plan are now in actual existence. The 
economic defense board, over which Vice- 
President Wallace will preside, is at once 
a weapon of war and an instrument of 
peace. This board, in collaboration with 
the corresponding British and Allied 
agencies, will control the shipping and 
the international commerce of the non- 
totalitarian world. The immediate pur- 
pose of this contro] is, of course, to block- 
ade the Axis, to drive Axis commerce 
) the non-totalitarian world, and to 
mobilize the resources of the non-totali- 
tarian world. 

But this contro], which will be world- 
wide, is not only necessary and vital to 
the defeat of the aggressor nations. It 
will be no less necessary and vital to the 
reconstruction of the world after the Axis 


| powers are defeated. For with shipping 


scarce, with surpluses piling up in one 
place and grave shortages appearing in 
others, the post-war world will be chaos 
unless the transition to peace is made 
under firm regulation. Therefore, for 
some time to come—probably for at least 
as many years as it took to mobilize the 


| world for war—it will be necessary to use 


priorities and rationing in order to insure 
a successful demobilization. The world 
has had to wind itself up to a war econ- 
omy and there will surely be catastrophe, 
as there was after the other war, if the 
unwinding from war to real peace is not 
carefully planned and strongly controlled, 


New World Nucleus 


_ We may say, quite soberly and without 
indulging in any flight of fancy, that the 
new American economic defense board 
together with the British and Allied 
equivalents, constitute the nucleus of the 
organization of the post-war world. They 
are compelled now to organize the econ- 
omic world, outside of Axis territory, 19 
bring about the defeat of the Axis. Iv. 
this conflict there are no economic neu- 
trals. For the defeat of the Axis will in 
the end be achieved by a world-wide 


| coalition of nations in various degrees, of 


belligereney but all of them united in an 
economic front against the Axis. 

In this economic order which is being 
formed under the necessity of war, there 
will be a place for any nation which re- 
covers its freedom. There will be not a 
place only but there will be also available 
immediately stocks of food and raw ma- 
terials for relief and reconstruction. For 
the American nations and the Allies will 
control the shipping and the surpluses of 
most of the world: to those who are able 
to join them they will be able to offer 
not only freedom and honor but the neces- 
sities of life. 

So the new order, the real new order 
and not Hitler's crul fraud, will, if we 
continue resolutely, be shaped in the 
necessities of the war and tested in the 
trials through which we are passing. In 
this new order there will surely be an 
honorable place some day for the Italians 


| and the Germans and the Japanese—once

Yes'‘erday he drove himself 
around the Banff Springs golf 
course, went on a shopping tour 
down the town's main street, took 
a picnic lunch with him in a climb 
up Sulphur Mountain and went on 
a 10-mile trail ride, 

No program of the Duke's activi- 
ties was announced for today, He is 
scheduled to remain here until to- 
morrow morning when he is to 
return to Calgary by automobile ‘o 
travel to the Pacific coast by air- 
Plane in a continuation of his Do- 
minion-wide inspec'ion tour of units 
of the Commonwealth Air Train- 
ing plan, 


VISITS SHOPS 


After his arrival here the Duke 
changed to mufti from the uni- 
form of an air commodore in the 
Royal Air Force, which he nas 
worn most of the time since he ar- 
rived in Canada, July 29. For rid- 
ing horseback he wore a_ blue 
sweater, dark blue corduroy jodh- 
purs and black and white shoes. 

When he walked through the 
town's business section, he at- 
tracted little attention from other 
visitors to the resor!, but leisure- 
ly walked through shops looking 
over curios, pictures and works of 
Indian craftmen, 

Most of the afternoon the Duke 
spent in a four-mile hike to the 
top of 8,000-foot Sulphur mountain, 
where he spent sometime admiring 
the scenery. He said afterwards he 
found the air up there quite cool. 

On his return to the Banff 
Springs hotel, he set out for a ride 
up the Spray Valley on a rangey 
pony. The Duke had his pick of 
saddles but chose the English model 
in preference to a western stock 
saddle. He talked for several min- 
utes with corral foreman Dick 
Roberts, who was Nursing an in- 
jured shoulder. 


BUYS SWEATER 

No one was more surprised than 
D, White Jr, when the Duke of 
Kent walked into his store and 
asked to see sweaters. With the 
Duke were R. M. Deyellk, manager 
of the Banff Springs hotel, and

“He knew what he wanted and 
we were able to give it to him,” 
said Mr. White. 

“Just as the party was leaving

With much interest being shown 
in the hog and pork situation as it 


affects the western farmer, it is to 
be noted that some information in 
explanation of the situation has 


been in circulation here for some 


time. One such booklet is entitled 


“Price Spreads and Profits in the 
Pork Packing Industry”, by John 
Proskie of 10188 92 street, BSc, 
(Agr.), M.A. agricultural economist, 
and W. J. Masciuch, B.Acc., publie 
accountant, and published on March 
18, 1941. 

The booklet, a “study based on 
first-hand information where it was 
possible to get it, and On secondary 
sources”, includes chapters devoted 
to the position of packers, the pork 
packing branch, demand, supply, 
quality and grading, price spreads, 
costs of processing a hog, profits, 
and co-operative enterprises. 

Mr. Proskie. who prepared this 
study, graduated from the Univer.

15 For Province 


Another case of infantile paraly- 
sis has been reported from the Gib- 
bons. district, the patient, a four- 
year-old girl, being admitted late 
Tuesday to the Edmonton Isolation 
hospital, Dr. G. M. Little, city medi- 
cal health officer, announced Wed- 
nesday. This brings the number of 
cases of the disease reported to date 
in the province to 15. 

Tuesday an Edmonton case was 
reported to .the health board and 
the patient, a 30-year-old mother

was taken to the city hospital. Both 
the Gibbons and the city cases are 
extremely mild, Dr. Little stated.

The “dog days” in general ac- 
coptance and use, constitute the 
hot, sultry period of summer, 
named by the ancients as pertain- 
ing to the rising in the sky, of the 
Dog Star, Sirius, coincidentally 
with the rising of the sun, A 
thousand years ago, the ascent of 
Sirius began as early as July 14, 
but in modern times, it is about 
July 30. It has been popularly 
supposed that dogs were more apt 
to have fits during this period, 
but then, so are humans, In gen- 
eral, the “dog days” are accepted 
as commencing about July 3 and 
continuing until August 11. 
“Canicular days” is another ex- 


pression for the same period.

Mention of the word “dog” brings 
to mind the many uses to which it 
is put, including reference to hu- 
mans, canines and machinery, First 
and foremost it is used to describe 
the animal of that name. It is used 
figuratively for a “fellow” in rail- 
lery. A man may be described as a 
“clever dog” “and he may be re- 
ferred to derogatively as a “dog” if 
one desirés to class him as a con- 
temptible creature.

Then again, we hear the expres- 
sion “a dead dog” used in reference 
to a person or thing of no use or 
value. At other times, we hear 
someone lament that he hasn't seen 
so-and-so “for a dog's age,” meaning 
a very long time, If you are urged 
to “call off the dogs,” it is a request 
to change the conversation, or turn 
it into another channel, If one is 
charged with being a “dog in the 
manger” you are accused of neither 
enjoying a thing yourself, nor per- 
mitting others to enjoy it, this il- 
lusion being to the fable of the dog 
that stationed himself in a manger 
and would not let the ox eat the 
hay.

It is also contended that “every 
dog has his day” by which it is 
meant that a time of action or of ia- 
fluence comes to everyone, Still an- 
other saying is “give a dog a bad 
or ill name and hang him” which 
means that you might as well kill

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SMALL-PROFIT DISC SALES SOAR AS MONEY-MAKING 


SHEET MUSIC LAGS IN 


By TOM WOLF 
YORK, Aug. 6.—The 
year 1941, like its current 
leading tunes “Daddy” and 
“The Hut-Sut Song,” will 
probably go down in musical 
history as one of the most 
unorthodox of all time. 

It is a record year liter- 
ally. For the first time since 
the halycon record days of 
the 'Twenties—when a single 
recording, like Paul White- 
man’s “Three O'Clock in the 
Morning,” sold over 2,000,- 
000 discs—over 100,000,000 
records may be sold by New 


Year’s Day, 1942. 

More than that, some of Tin Pan 
Alley’s most sacred shibboleths are 
this year being made to sound way 
off key. For years music-publish- 
ing soothsayers have been chanting: 
“Rhythm songs aren't copy sellers.” 
Yet this year two rhythm tunes~ 
“The Hut-Sut Song” and “Daddy” 
have run the scale of best-selling 
shect music to the top key positions 

While recordings are being 
bought so quickly that in several 
instances the manufacturers have 
been unable to keep time with their 
orders, many of the country's lead- 
ing music publishing houses have 
been muting expenses and quietly 
going into the red. 


15 RECORDS EQUAL 
ONE SHEET COPY 

The reason for this seeming par- 
adox is not hard to discover A 
music publisher receives anywhere 
from 15 to 18 cents on every copy 
of sheet music sold. For records, 
on. the other hand, he gets from 
three-quarters of a cent to one cent 
per sale. Radio. not records, sells 
sheet music. And with the ASCAP- 
radio fight (though it seems now al! 
buy settled) sounding a very dis- 
cordant note, sheet music sales so 
far this year have got the publish- 
ers moaning the blues 

Even in normal times, publishers 
have never been able to blow fan- 
fares over those categories of songs

sellers.” In general these include

Juke box record sales are key 
indices of musical popularity, for 
the nation's 400,000 gaudy, auto- 
matic record players—heard in ice 
cream parlors, saloons and dance 
halls the country over—are more 
responsible than any other factor 
for the phenomenal rise in record 
sales this year. 

TREND GOES TO 
LATIN AMERICA 

While the sale of records does not 
make or break music publishers, be- 
cause the margin of profit is small, 
records can and do make orchestras. 
Woody Herman's band, for example, 
was lost inthe welter of relatively 
unknowns until he recorded his ar- 
rangement of “Frenesi.’ On the 
strength of this single record, Her- 
man’s band almost overnight be- 
came one of the nation’s top “name” 
outfits. 

The popularity of “Frenesi,” in- 
cidentally, is indicative of another 
new trend in this unorthodox mus- 
ical year. Never before has the 
U.S. been so Latin-America con- 
scious musically. A hit tune like 
“Aurora” has been recorded by no 
less than 16 different bands. 

The ‘most popular of the South 
American tunes at the moment, 
judging by requests received by 
Xavier Cugat, long the leading 
U.S. exponent of Latin-American 
tempos, is “Babalu.” So strong is 
the Latin-American trend that Bing 
Crosby, currently the biggest single 
attraction on records ‘in one month 
Decca sold over 500,000 Crosby rec- 
ords), is now singing some Latin- 
American tunes in Spanish.
